The beauty of the plates contained in this great work has been recognized by all critics, 
but not until recent years has the text received its proper reward. Audubon’s literary 
style was distinctive even in the scientific descriptions of his specimens, but the chief 
charm of the five volumes of text lies in the interspersed essays and accounts of his 
adventures. Audubon seems to have been born beneath a lucky star, for he passed 
through and lived to relate his adventures in fires, hurricanes, tornadoes, earthquakes, 
and similar terrifying physical phenomena as well as more common human manifesta- 
tions of danger such as robbery, attempted assassination, and other perils.

Fulton’s career as an inventor of ingenious devices is as fascinating as any that can be 
found in the annals of American history. As early as 1801 Fulton was experimenting 
with submarines under the auspices of the French Government. The failure of his 
machines to function according to his claims, however, led him to leave the services of 
the French and enter those of the English. There again he was met by unfortunate 
failures and eventually turned toward the United States. 


He returned to this country in 1806 and tried among other things to devise effective 
means of using his torpedoes. While the government refused to adopt his system, Con- 
gress appropriated a considerable sum to his uses and more experiments were carried 
out. The present manuscript contains his admirably conceived plans for the use of tor- 
pedoes, and details, through the use of diagrams, his suggestions under a set series of 
conditions. The fact is clear that Fulton had devoted a great deal of time to the con- 
sideration of the problems which might arise through employing the methods he sug- 
gests, for almost every eventuality is prepared for. 

He wrote in part as follows: “The Whaleboats and bars should be painted a faint gray. 
Almost white, the men should have white flannel overwaistcoats and white flannel caps 
to tie in their hare [sic] and expose nothing but their faces for almost pure white is 
the colour which on the water is most difficult to be seen in the night . . .” That 
Fulton’s aim was the destruction of ships only and not men is clearly evidenced by the 
advice that “Should you by any of these modes so injure the vessel as to send her sink- 
ing close in with the boats and save as many of the men as possible.”

The present letter was written from Fort Strothers, a fort established by Jackson dur- 
ing the campaigns of the War of 1812. The dangers to the state of Tennessee during 
this brush with England were many, but with the leadership of the American forces 
in the hands of Jackson, while dangers continued, they were not as overwhelming as 
they seemed. However, the War Department was not a smoothly running organization 
at that time and Jackson had great difficulty in securing supplies, enforcing obedience, 
and securing his men from desertion. He was also greatly hampered by the lack of 
cooperation from the Governor of Tennessee and the President of the United States, 


The present letter indicates quite clearly some of the obstacles with which Jackson 
was faced, and in no uncertain terms lays out a well-considered plan for the better- 
ment of his forces. Jackson was not a master of the English language, but in this 
letter as in a few others from his pen his anger gave him a wonderful fluency. The 
present letter aided in the securing of reinforcements, but they were never adequate, 
and the entire campaign was not as great a feat of his generalship as it was a masterly 
exhibition of the driving, battering force of his will. 

One short portion of this important letter reads as follows: “Thus a campaign so 
necessary for the safety and protection of the frontiers, so far as Tennessee has to 
take a part in it ts lkely to be shamefully abandoned, and the reputation of the state 
eternally disgraced, and no eficient act as far as I can learn to prevent it. What is the 
Governor about .. .?”
